TIMERS TO SAVE PENSION PAY 


Insurance Cut 50%, Ends If Workers Fired; 
But Workers Have to Pay For it Anyway 


SAN FRANCISCO, Apr. 14.—The safety first meetings which 
are being held in the Southern Pacific shops here seem to be pro- 
ducing good results—for the company. True, 75 days have gone 
by in the Bay Shore shops without any reportable accidents. But 
the point is this—with the decrease in the number of accidents, 
there has been no decrease at all 
in the enormous hospital dues 
we have to pay. 

In the mean time, all our 
group insurance has been cut in 
half, and we get no sick bene- 
fits at all. 

Our hospital

I started out with the petition 
to put the Communist Party on 
the ballet in a  workingelass 
neighborhood in San Francisco, 
not at all sure of how many I 
was going to get. Sunday proved 
to be a good day to find people 
at home—because they couldn’t 
afford to go. out. 

A woman came to 
the first house I visited. The 
Communist Party? Oh. yes, she 
had heard about the Communist 
Party. She was an agricultural 
worker, and had taken part in 
the grape strike last year. 

“The Communists were the on- 
ly ones who did anything for the 
strikers,” she told me. She sign- 
ed the petition, and told me that 
if I would go to the house direct- 
ly across the street I would find 
some people over there who would 
probably sign, too. 

T went across. the street, and 
talked to the m&n who let me 
in. He had been a CWA worker, 
had a wife and seven children, 
one only two weeks old. Now he 
was on relief, and pretty dis- 
gusted with it. He and his wife 
signed the petition. and wanted 
more information about the Com- 
munists and what they were do-

some. 

The next three of four people 
were Mexicans. and not citizens. 
One of them had lived here for 
20 years, and had wanted to take 
ovt his vapers, “But,’’ he said, 
“Tve had a hard enough time 
getting along at all. I couldn't 
afford to pay for papers.” <An- 
other told me that he wished he 
could sign, and that if I would 
come back later when his son 
was home he was sure he would 
do so. 

Many peonle wanted to know 
just what the Communist Party 
stood: for, as all that they knew 
about it was what they had read 
in the capitalist press, Nearly 
all of them were willing to sign 
when it had been explained. he- 
cause,. as one woman said, ‘‘The 
New Deal doesn’t help any. and 
t looks as if Communism is the 
only thing that will.” 


At Relief Station. 


Around the corner from. the 
street I started working on was 


one of the relief stations. Thirty 
or forty men were standing about 
out in front, so I approached one 
of them and started talking to 
him.

The petition was handed around, 
and signed by all but those who 
‘had no permanent address and 
so couldn’t register as voters.”

Detroit Auto Workers Strike Despite NRA 


DETROIT, Mich., Apr. 14.—With 3500 automotive tool and die 
workers on strike today in nearly 100 plants in the Detroit area, 
the majority of the workers of the industry remained at work after 
having won a 20 percent wage increase and a 36-hour, five-day work 
week. The original strike call of the Mechanics Educational Society 
of America would have affeeted 18,000 workers. Seventeen mem- 
bers of the Automotive Tool and Die Manufacturers’ Association 
and a score of non-member jobbers, however, signed agreements 
with the M. BE. S. A., a few hours before the strike was to become 
effective.

LOS ANGELES, Apr. 11— 
How much is a worker worth? 

Less than nothing, accord- 
ing to Los Angeles county. 

James C. Virato was one of 
the scores of workers who was 
burned to death in the Grif- 
fith Park fire when county 
straw-bosses with pick-handles 
and clubs forced relief work- 
ers to go down into the fire- 
trapped valley. 

Mrs. Virato sued the county 
for her husbands death. She 
was awarded $82.63. 

Today the County Welfare 
moved to collect $154.40 from 
her—money which the couple 
received for groceries during 
the time that her husband was 
alive and working for relief.

LONG BEACH, Cal., Apr. 
While the officers of the United 
States Navy were being feted at 
the Breakers Hotel, the Pacifie 
Coast Club, and other Long Beach 
establishments prior to their de- 
parture for the Atlantic Coast, 
the enlisted men were not neg- 
lected by their own class.

conditions and to force restora- 
tion of their 15% pay cut. It 
was also admitted in the Hearst 
press that the “strike’’ in the 
British Navy at Invergordon was 
“partially”? suecessful in meeting 
a similar situation. The ‘“Ship- 
mates’ Voice” further compared 
conditions among the service men 
in the Red Army of Soviet Rus- 
sia with those of the soldiers and 
sailors in this country.

Japan and Britain Strengthen Bonds 


LONDON, England, Apr. 7. (By Short Wave Radio).—-Resump- 
tion of negotiations between the Japanese and British governments, 
both governments under the domi:aion of prominent groups of in 
dustrialists and imperialists, are aiming at reaching not only an 
economic but also a politica] rapprochement. Neither New Zealand 
nor Australia is any longer entering any serious objections to this 
alliance. This political rapprochement will include English support 
of the Japanese colonial policy of expansion in the Far East, and 
particularly enlisting English support in the struggle between 
Japanese and American imperialists’ interests. British imperialisnt 
is in turn trying to exert greater influence on Japanese policy and 
to ‘regulate’? Japanese expansion, as indicated by the fortification 
of Singapore and other crucial positions in Australasia.

Berglund was defended by 
Comrade Ryan, a longshoreman, 
and received a $2.50 suspended 
fine. 
Many workers including long- 
shoremen and marine workers 
packed the courtroom and gath- 
ered outside the police station 
during the trial.

The direct cause of the outburst was the distribution of leaf- 
lets among the soldiers during Army Day manuevers, which told 
them to join the workers in a struggle against war and capitalism. 
They were likewise invited to attend the meeting under the aus- 
pices of the W.E.S.L. at the Mission Workers Neighborhood House. 
To make matters still more serious for the bankers and manufac- 
turers, scores of soldiers cante to the meeting, and took a great 
interest.
